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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS EOR DECISION: 


The CD-ROM (non-film) entitled Cyber Whores is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The CD-ROM contains 1201 still image files explicitly depicting adult sexual activity in 
full colour photographs. Vaginal and anal intercourse is predominantly depicted, with 
other activities such as fellatio and male ejaculation depicted to a lesser extent. The 
activity generally presents as consensual and relaxed. Images include a 
proportionately small number which to some degree sexualise a professional medical 
relationship, or depict the infliction of cruelty or pain in association with sexual conduct, 
or depict sexual conduct by adults loosely characterised as young persons. Such 
images are sufficiently ambiguous and infrequent to have low impact on the dominant 
effect of the publication. 

Greater weighting has been given to the extent and degree to which the publication 
depicts degrading, dehumanising and demeaning sexual conduct, and to the extent to 
which the publication depicts sexual conduct in a degrading or dehumanising manner. 
This manner of presentation shows activities in close-up or exploded close-up. 
Degrading, dehumanising or demeaning sexual conduct includes spreading females’ 
labia to display their genitals for the viewer, inserting bottles and other objects not 
manufactured for such a purpose in females’ vaginas, males ejaculating on females’ 
faces for the purpose of display, and groups of three or more males acting upon single 
females in a way that presents the women as no more than a collection of orifices for 
sexual use. Although such depictions comprise up to a quarter of the publication, they 
do not outweigh the dominant effect of the collection, which is of relaxed interactions 
between couples. 

Consideration has also been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990. The restriction on the availability of this publication, which is a limit 
on freedom of expression, is considered to be reasonable and demonstrably justifiable 
given the sustained and explicit sexual content of the CD-ROM.
